his issue reveals the All- 

Ameri-cans for the 2002 

show season. The presenta- 
tion of this award to any cow and 
exhibitor is the culmination of much 
hard work and dedication towards 
presenting outstanding Guernseys 
at their best. Regardless of how 
you feel individually about the use- 
fulness of the show ring, a large part 
of the dairy industry bases their im- 
pressions of the breed on what they 
see at Madison every year. The 
shows allow the breed to put our 
best foot forward and demonstrate 
to spectators from across the coun- 
try and the world that our breed is progressing in udders, feet and legs 
and functionality. While in the past the show ring may not have been 
a true reflection of the majority of cows that were at home paying the 
bills, nor of hard working dairy cows, today’s show ring demands 
functional cows that show evidence of a strong will to milk. Several 
of the same cows that appear in the All-American listings also have 
earned National Class Leader status or a spot among the top 300 Cow 
Performance Index (CPI) cows of the breed. Of the cows nominated 
in the milking classes, eight are sired by bulls that have been ranked 
number one in the breed for PTI. Perhaps index isn’t so far removed 
from the show ring? While no one will dispute the fact that the very 
highest milking cows are rarely participants in a National Show, the 
successful show cow of this century is one that combines high pro- 
ductivity with good looks. 

The three newest All-American classes are a reflection of this. 
2002 is the second year that the Five-Year-Olds have been separated 
from the older cows. I think you will agree that this has allowed us to 
recognize more of the cows that have really stood the test of time. 
Both classes make a positive impression this year! The Total Perfor- 
mance Class, added three years ago, recognizes cows that are able to 
combine high yield deviation, high actual production and top-five 
show placings. The results of this class are decided by the points 
earned by the nominees at the shows, not by voting, as in the other 
classes. The Produce of Dam class was added to the All-American 
Contest this year to further recognize outstanding brood cows. Four 
of the six nominated dams this year were All-Americans themselves, 
a testament to the fact that Guernseys really can transmit their posi- 
tive qualities to the next generation. So, when you review this year’s 
All-Americans, look beyond the beauty of each individual to see that 
the group represents the genetics and positive qualities of the breed 
as a whole. 

Several questions have arisen since the Daughter Pregnancy Rate 
(DPR) PTA’s were published in the February 2003 Sire Summary. 
These values can also be found on the Active AI list on page 8 of this 
issue. Remember, higher values are more desirable and mean a higher 
rate of pregnancy, among a bull’s daughters, in a given period of time. 


The largest drawback of this evaluation is its low heritability (lots of 


factors are involved in getting a cow bred other than genetics!) and its 
low reliability for first crop bulls. We have chosen to include the 
Reliability of this trait on the Active Al listing so you may see how 
much value should be placed on the evaluation. Reliabilities of below 
60% are really little more than the parent average for a trait. While 
these two negative factors will make it difficult to select directly for 
reproductive performance, it gives us a place to start in this critical 
area of herd management. Some real differences do show up for bulls. 
The best bulls will be around +3.3 and the lowest around —3.3. Listed

Lewis is the latest in a long line of breed- 
leading proven sires from the Loretta fam- 
ily at Trotacre Farm in Enon Valley, Penn- 
sylvania.

spot. He is the breed’s top Active PTA Milk 
sire at +2104 and ranks second for PTAT at 
+2.4. Reward-ET is out of a VG-87 Lily 
Lane Penny Perfecto-ET daughter with a 
top record of 2-01 365D 3X 24,670M 4.2% 
1,024F 3.3% 823P. He has two full sisters 
in the Ripley Farms herd. One scored VG- 
85 and made over 19,000M at 1-10, the sec- 
ond is EX-90 with nearly 30,000M and a 
son in Al. Reward-ET also had a Willows 
Admiral Jasper sister that was VG-87 with 
28,000M.

He was bred for high components 
and does not disappoint, as he is the highest 
active AI sire for both fat and protein 
pounds and ranks among the top five for 
both fat and protein percent improvement. 
Amen boasts one of the highest Daughter 
Pregnancy Rate (DPR) PTA’s on the Active 
Al list. His dam is a VG-86 Rozelyn Prince 
Jay-ET daughter that finished four lacta- 
tions with a top record of 3-05 333D 2X 
21,330M 5.0% 1,072F 3.7% 798P. She has 
two Very Good Enhancer daughters, both 
of whom have completed high component 
records in two different herds.

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Growing To Progress

y experience — that’s how Don 
Peterson realized the true value 
Guernseys brought to his family’s 

dairy operation. Back in 1957 when Don 
was looking to start a registered herd, he 
purchased a registered Holstein heifer. 

“My Dad had grade Guern- 
seys,” he explains. “After gradu- 
ating high school I wanted to start 
a registered herd. | paid a good 
price for this Holstein. She didn’t 
perform to my expectations nor 
did her offspring. I discovered 
that Guernseys could be just as 
productive as Holsteins and re- 
alized that it would take a long 
time to build a registered herd at 
the price I had to pay for quality 
Holsteins.” 

When Don and Dorothy mar- 
ried, they both felt strongly 
about developing a completely 
registered Guernsey herd. 
Through genetic recovery and by 
purchasing animals at sales, they 
soon had a registered herd. The 
couple frequented Guernsey dis- 
persals. “We'd pick out the best 
cow in the barn and tried to buy 
her. If we couldn’t get that cow bought, we 
left empty handed.” 

More than 40 Excellent cows have made 
their home at Coulee Crest Farm of which 
most have carried the Coulee Crest prefix. 
Don and Dorothy have spent many years, 
miles and time exhibiting their Guernseys at 
local, district, state and national shows, in- 
cluding the National Guernsey Shows in 
Madison, Louisville, Fresno and Puyallup, 
Washington. This effort produced numer- 
ous championships at all levels. Their best 
results were two consecutive years of hav- 
ing 10 All-American nominations (including 
group classes). 

Individual cow production also stands 
out at Coulee Crest with awards received 
through the local DHIA, as well as Wiscon- 
sin highest milk cow for the year, Joe Eves 
Type and Production Award at Louisville, 
and more recently several National Class 
Leaders.

y experience — that’s how Don 
Peterson realized the true value 
Guernseys brought to his family’s 

dairy operation. Back in 1957 when Don 
was looking to start a registered herd, he 
purchased a registered Holstein heifer. 

“My Dad had grade Guern- 
seys,” he explains. “After gradu- 
ating high school I wanted to start 
a registered herd. I paid a good 
price for this Holstein. She didn’t 
perform to my expectations nor 
did her offspring. I discovered 
that Guernseys could be just as 
productive as Holsteins and re- 
alized that it would take a long 
time to build a registered herd at 
the price I had to pay for quality 
Holsteins.” 

When Don and Dorothy mar- 
ried, they both felt strongly 
about developing a completely 
registered Guernsey herd.

If we couldn’t get that cow bought, we 
left empty handed.” 

More than 40 Excellent cows have made 
their home at Coulee Crest Farm of which 
most have carried the Coulee Crest prefix. 
Don and Dorothy have spent many years, 
miles and time exhibiting their Guernseys at 
local, district, state and national shows, in- 
cluding the National Guernsey Shows in 
Madison, Louisville, Fresno and Puyallup, 
Washington.

For example, trying to accommodate an 
increased number of heifer calves has been 
challenging. All calves are raised in individual 
hutches and then are moved to group hous- 
ing. Due to space restrictions, Holstein heif- 
ers are sent to a custom heifer grower. 

“We may improve our heifer facilities 
eventually,” says Kurt. “But for now I’d 
like to get everything set up so the milking 
herd runs more efficiently. Our priority right 
now is to have a better facility for dry cows 
and a bigger post-freshening pen. We’re bet- 
ter off doing the best job we can with the 
milking cows versus spending time raising 
our own heifers.” 


COMMERCIAL FOCUS 
Like his Dad, Kurt knows the value 
Guernseys add to a dairy operation. While

the availability of 
Guernseys isn’t what 
it was 10 years ago, 
Guernseys were an 
integral part of their 
expansion from 60 to 
185 cows. Holsteins 
may make up about 
half of the milking 
herd, but Guernseys 
remain the central fo- 
cus at Coulee Crest. 

“Guernseys can 
compete with Hol- 
steins,” says Kurt. 
“We know we can get 
20,000 to 30,000 
pounds of milk out of 
the modern Guernsey 
and it’s well known 
that the fat and protein content is higher. 
So, we didn’t think twice about whether to 
include Guernseys in the expansion.” 

The increase in herd size created a change 
in the Coulee Crest breeding program. No 
longer are the real tall cows the ideal. Free- 
stall cows need to be able to compete with 
herd mates. They have to be tough to eat, 
get to a stall, get to the barn for milking and 
go through several heat cycles. They also 
need the ability to calve, get out with the 
rest of the herd and reach peak milk produc- 
tion levels as quickly — and long —as pos-

sible. 

The Petersons now breed for a commer- 
cial-style Guernsey — one that’s about 55 
inches tall with adequate strength, good feet 
and legs and a well-attached udder. “Our 
breeding focus is on cows that have good 
production with sound functional type ver- 
sus show-winning type,” Kurt explains. 
“Tall Guernseys tend to have the most prob- 
lems in free stalls. Many of our top-pro- 
ducing cows have been of average size. Size 
doesn’t seem to correlate with how much 
milk our cows make.”

Along with growing cow numbers, the 
Petersons increased merchandizing oppor- 


tunities with the insightful purchase of 


Forhar Magic Show at the International 
Guernsey Classic in 1996. They purchased 
Show as a fall calf from Joy and Clark Vilter, 
Gene Meyer, John Meyer and Mike 
Opperman. Show’s dam, Beauty View 
Smokey Shawn EX-93, was a Reserve All- 
American Senior 3- Year-Old with a record 
of 3-02 365D 25,680M 3.9% 995F 3.2% 
831P. 

Paging through the sale catalog, Show 
immediately caught Kurt’s eye. “The pedi- 
gree was as deep as anything that I could 
find. Shawn was one of the top young cows 
in the breed at the time and she had several 
excellent cows backing her. This was clearly 
a family that could transmit and there 
weren’t any bulls in AI from the family.” 

After purchasing Show, Kurt’s plan was 
to flush her, get good offspring and begin a 
new a cow family at Coulee Crest. What he 
didn’t count on was Show classifying VG- 
88 as a 2-year-old, making a record of 2-03 
365D 27,610M 5.0% 1,371F 3.6% 986P, 
and ranking No. | on the CPI list. 

The Peterson's good fortune continued 
when they flushed Show. “Nearly 70 per- 
cent of the calves have been heifers,” says 
Kurt. “In many flushes, we’d get two to 


three heifers. We’d keep one and sell one to 
generate money to continue flushing.”

The jury is still out on Show’s influence 
on the breed. Currently, Show has five sons 
in Al by Enhancer, Billy, Saber and Trum- 
pet.

It’s through these sons that Show’s true 
impact on the breed will be measured. “We 
have yet to see how the daughters of these 
sons will turn out,” Kurt admits.

been impressed with all the daughters. All 
have had good production. We haven’t been 
disappointed with any of them.” 

The Petersons plan to continue concen- 
trating on Guernsey genetics by flushing 
cows from their best families, using Hol- 
steins as recipients. Production and func- 
tional type will be the basis for mating deci- 
sions. 

“I see the breed moving toward a more 
balanced Guernsey,” Kurt concludes. “Not 
the tall Guernsey as we had in the past. 
Guernseys have proven they can compete 
commercially. There will probably always 
be a large demand for show-type Guern- 
seys, but I think we’re going to be seeing 
the breed moving in the direction of a 
smaller cow with good feet and legs, along 
with a good udder.”

1ere are several new bulls on the Feb- 

ruary 2003 active list that will most 

definately add more daughters in the 
next three months which will change their 
proofs. I want to talk a little about what | 
have seen out of these bulls. 

Trotacre Enhancer Tyler-ET had fol- 
lowed the pattern of all the other “Enhancer” 
sons by siring cattle with superior udders. 
The “Tyler” daughters are also extremely 
dairy with good feet and legs. As a rule, 
when using any of the “Enhancer” sons, | 
would protect on strength. 

Marfred Maxie-ET, the only “Sharp” 
son sampled MAI, was also added to the 
active list in February. | mentioned in one of 


my previous “Road Collections” that the 
“Maxie” daughters seem to have been put 
together by a committee. While I still stick 
with my origina! statement, I would like to 
be a little more specific. The “Maxie” daugh- 
ters have high, wide rear udders with ex- 
tremely strong median suspensory liga- 
ments. They are very low in the pins and 
are below average for body depth. Having 
said that, I think “Maxie” should be used on 
deep ribbed cows with style and balance 
that need udder help. 

Another bull making his debut on the 
active list is Lang Haven Trumpet Duke. I 
am sure that everyone is very concerned 
about his udder depth. While I do not dis- 
agree with your concerns, “Duke’s” type 
reliability is extremely low. Therefore his 
proof will probably change significantly 


when he adds more daughters. Actually, of 


his seven classified daughters, five of them 
are average or above on their linear evalua- 
tion for udder depth. 

The fourth new bull on the active list is 
Ripley Farms Enhancer Reward-ET. I have 
not seen enough daughters to get an accu- 
rate opinion of “Reward’s” pattern. How- 
ever, they are milking extremely well and | 
would protect on components when using 
Reward. 

Hopefully in the near future I will get 
to see a few more daughters of these bulls 
and will then be able to give a more specific 
opinion about their strenghts and weak- 


nesses.

Stacking a 
pedigree with proven sires may give us the 
feeling of sure success, but even that best 
plan seems to pop up good and bad sur- 
prises. | am not going to try to convince 
you to use only young sires, but to chal- 
lenge you to look at your breeding program 
closely. Determine if your approach will 
serve your needs today and keep you prof- 
itable for years to come. Are you going to 
help prove the breed leaders of the future? 
Look through your Guernsey Journals and 
you will see many All-Americans and cows 
with class leading production sired by young 
sires. It’s not hard to get excited about using 
young sires. 

As you mate your cows for your herd 
replacements and use that next young sire, | 
hope you will consider the priority traits 
the Board has approved. We feel a closer 
look at Reproductive Efficiency, Protein 
Percent, Fat Percent, Strength, Genetic Di- 
versity, Foot Angle and Udder Attachments 
is critical to improve our breed’s profitabil- 
ity and maintain the characteristics that 
make the Guernsey cow unique from the 
other breeds.

THE WINNER'S SIRES

Obituaries 


Mr. Hans Leuthold was born June 23, 1915 in Gresham, Ore. to 
Swiss immigrants Adolf and Anna (Kohler) Leuthold, and died Feb. 
14, 2003 in Tillamook, Ore. at the age of 87. 

He moved to Tillamook when he was a small boy. He graduated from 
Tillamook High School. Hans worked in several Tillamook County 
cheese factories, including “Old Holstein” before becoming Dairy 
Herd Manager for McClaren School for Boys in Woodburn, Ore. 

He married Frances (Becker) on Sept. 26, 1936, in Longview, 
Wash. Together they operated a dairy farm from 1936 to 1970 on 
McCormick Loop Road, which is still in the family name. 

During his life he made many contributions to the dairy industry 
and was an active member of numerous dairy organizations, local, 
state and national. Among his accomplishments were; first presi- 
dent of Tillamook County Farm Bureau, President of Oregon Dairy 
Farmers Association in 1951, member of the Oregon Dairy Products 
Commission, Oregon Agriculture Board, 4-H Leader for over 20 
years, Northwest Grassman of the year 1956 and recipient of the 
Distinguished Service Award. 


Hans was the first field representative to serve three breeds of
